Klondiker bdls the strange story. 
“ There are many strange things in 
the Klondike,” said the narrator, “ hut 
perhaps tho strangest and that about 
which nothing has been w ritten so far, 
is the dissipation cansed by eating 
snow. 
In the north, when the thor 
mometer reaches 80 to 40 degrees below 
Boro, a mouthful of snow is like molten 
m etal It tiring* an inflammation to th* 
palate and tongue and it is impossible 
to quench the th irst 
The first advice 
an old tim er offers a newcomer in the 
region i s ‘Don’t eat snow.’ There are 
men in that country, once hearty, ro­ 
bust miners, new weak, effeminate crea 
tares, whose fall can he traced directly 
to the tim e they began munching snow 
“ The m atter has been but little in 
vestigated, but the scientists who have 
examined the subject say that tho wa­ 
ters of the north aro rich w ith mineral 
deposits which are being constantly 
washed down from the m<mntain*. A 
certain per cent of this mineral is taken 
into tho air when vapor rises, and the 
snow becomes impregnated w ith i t 
There have been several falls of red 
snow near Point Barrow, the deposit 
being of a reddish brown color, due en 
tirely to minerals.
